dispute of all that ia ntvraaaiy to be Bitted 
rt»] ecting hia famJly dctcent. He ia a member 
of the noble nuuat of Mannert, and aeeond 
co a tin to the preae.n Duke of Rutland, Ibc 
name Button being eaeumed to mark I'.ia (In- 
dent from tho ancient Lord* ianingion ci 
Atam, whote aole heireal married tha third 
llukc of Budand, Hia lordabln a father waa 
fur tweiitT-four yeara Archbiahop of Canter- 
bury, a fact wbich, no doubt, innuenctd the 
aplcetion of a title by the late Vieeoani, upon 
becoming a member of the Houee of Lorda, for 
we hare no reaaon to btlitrc that ht 
bad any coDDtoliun with the ancient cathedral 
city. 

Mr, Munera Button on hie entrance upon 
parliamentary life ahoarcd auch aptitude for 
public bUBlDeta, that the recummendatiotta of 
nia powtrful family were litttned to by Mr, 
Ptrceral with very favaurahle atttntinD, and 
he received the appointment of Judge Advocate 
(Jooetal aa long ajo aa tht year 1809- The 
reader need icarcely be informed that Ihia i* 
an olfict not only of conaidnabl* importance 
in ilteir. but one rarely entrualed to any eawe 
thuao in whom the aiminhitialion of the day 
tepotta unlimited conrjden.ee ; for none, if we 
eacept the letdiug membera of the cabinet, 
have auch frequent accent to the Horerrigu . 
Hf. Mannert Sutton wa* largely trusted by 
Mr Perecral. Lord Liverpnol repoaed in him 
equal oonEdenco ; for he continued to nil the 
tame olHct iindi'T both mtoiaiera, and did not 
ittign it until, iu the year 1817, he wat elected 
to the chair of the Haute of Cummont. In 
that aituation he became aucceaacr of the lint 
Lord Culrhciter, and the ili*pu*ition to com- 
pare him with that tmintm pcraon had no t*o- 
denov to rait* Mr. Manrtrrt Sutton in the pub- 
lic ettimaiion. During the fierce atrugglea of 
the Whig party tgaititt the proaecution of the 
war. whi.e Colonel Wardle and Mia. Clarke 
flBed the Hoiute and the country with aceiua- 
lion again*! the Duke of Void, in theconflict* 
wherein Ctaning and Caallereagh, Sheridan, 
Tiemev. and Broagham, were the combatant*, 
the taak of moderator to the Commona Hoot* 
ol l'*rliament devolved u|wn Lord Colchnler. 1 
It could, therefore, ncnaaion but Uttle aurpritu 
that Mr. Mannert SuttOll ahould have appt.irud f 
to no great advantage when ttiemntin^ to fol- 
low in the foottiept of a totn thu bad per- 
formed ao ardusut a duty with tuch aigntl tuo- 
ceti It wat qulu true that Mi. Mann en but- 
ton poaaeaeed aU Ibe advantage* of t com- 
manding pretence, tonorom voice, imperturba- 
ble temper, and that winning grata of manner 
for which our language aghrda no pawcitc tpi- 
thet ; but he »»■ wholly diricitstin liuie.ua- 
erdinar* 1 fierabiriiilr of diction and c learn eta of 
muid which mad* Mr. Abbott lb* beat nottibl* 
inttrugtor upon all qutatijna of Pari anient u-y 
uaaage, or tne order to be obaervod in dvlibtra- 
lier aa*embhn. Mr. Abbott alto .reatlv ex- 
celled hia aucceatcr in that dignified and iin- 
preuiv* eloquanee which to well becomea the 
mouth -piece of a lei;i>lalive body. The ad- 
oYottB* to the Duke of WeUiegtun. for caamph; 
delivered by Mr. Abbott, in conveying tht 
thank* of the Home, were perfect model* of 
that apeclea of competition, Hit ipecchea at 
the bar of the liouae or Lord.!, and hia rcptv 
manda from tht chair of the Houae of Common* 
acquired fur Mr. Abbott at much and aa de- 
terred applauae. Upon occaaiona of thia kind 
Mr. Manning Mutton Wat juil aa ordinary a per- 
son *• Mr. speaker Abtrcromby, Of the right 
hnn, gentleman who now Slit tht chair of the 
Houte. Dm in the conduct of what la called 
plivata buaineaa, is iJ ruing the cli air men of 
oommitteet, in govaming the aubordunale 
idieeTB of the Houte, and every other duly eon - 
nected with theepeekerahip, it i* by no meant 
exaggerated praia* to amim thai' Ibe metite of 
Mr Utnuendutten have never Immauipaaaed.
